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‘Tawar is a constant struggle going on 
between the public and the submarine 
cable companies for'a reduction in the 





cost of messages. ‘The companies being! the home and colonial governments 


better organised than the public always 
make a long and stubborn defence. 
‘They have the advantage, too, of know- 
ing the cost of their service, while the 
public can only have a general idea 
that it is being squeezed, which is con- 
firmed, or not, by the dividends that 
the companies declare; and on this 
point it can be and often is entirely 
misled by a skilful manipulation of 
accounts, and a judicious diversion of 
the profits to depreciation and reserve 
funds. While the tendency of most 
public companies is to make their 
ividends as large as possible, and to 
put accordingly to capital account much 
expenditure that ought to be charged 
to working, telegraph companies are 
more apt to disguise their success as 
much as possible, in order to maintain 
their tariffs, and they lay everything 
on working account that it will possib 

bear. How the cable companies with 
which we in China are specially con- 
cerned make the maintenance of the 
tariff their first, last, and only aim we 
have recently seen proved by the stren- 
uous attempt that was made to get 
the Telegraph Convention ratified ; and 
nothing was more amusing in connec- 
tion with this effort, than the ingenuous 
way in which the astute Sir John 
Pender turned round and advised the 
British government to drop the negotia- 
tions when he realised how strong the 
public opposition to it was. When the 
next fight comes between the Great 
Northern and the Eastern Extension 
companies, Sir John will be able to claim 
public support for the Eastern Exten- 
sion Company on the ground that it 
was by his advice that the British 
government withdrew its support from 
the Convention. 


Stubborn and determined as the cable 
companies are, they have to give way 
in the end, for the public has always 
one last weapon, an effective one if very 
cumbrous, the threat to lay a competing 
cable. For years the Australian colonies 
have been fighting against the excessive 
tariff to which they had to submit, 
higher even’ than the one under which 
we in, but the threat of a Pacific 
cable has brought it down. Sir John 
Pender, however, has not submitted with 
a good grace, and it must be allowed 
that experience shows that it is s long 
time before increased business 
up to cable companies for reductions in 
the tariff. Sir John, ingly, bas 
only submitted on the condition that 





shall guarantee to make up to his com- 
pany one-half of any loss that the re- 
luction in rates will show. The 
reduction is a very important one, 
for to Queensland and New Zealand, 
which apparently have declined to join 
in the guarantee, the old rates from 
London of 9s. 11d. and 12s, 9d. a word © 
respectively remain unaltered, while 
they are from to-day to Australia, Mo- 
ridional and East, 4s. 2d., to Victoria 
4s. 3d. to New South Wales 4s, 4d., 
and to Tasmania 4s. 10d. The reduc- 
tion is extended to messi between 
Shanghai and ‘Australia, for while to 
Queensland and New Zesland the 
charge of $2.79 a word remains un- 
altered, the cost from to-day is only 
$1.99 a word to the rest of Australia 
and Tasmania. 

Now that the rate from London to 
Australia is reduced to 4s, 2d. a word, 
it is time that senders of m es to. 
China at home agitated to get this 
tariff reduced. It is notorious that 
the Great Northern Telegraph Company 
could reduce the rate considerably, and 
yet make a handsome profit, but for 
its compact with the Eastern Extension 
Company. We are glad to know that 
a very laudable attempt is now being 
made here privately to effect a practical 
reduction of the homeward tariff to 
Europe by 25 per cent.” There are 
two ways by which a reduction can be 
effected ; by omploying the Chinese and 
French Indo-Chinese and lines, or by 
sending the- messages to an agent on 
the Siberian frontier, and there havin, 
them sent on at the local Russian tariff.

did not exert themselves more to show, 
that whatever may be the public feeling 
towards Russia as a Power, they were 
anxious to show every possible courtesy 
to the person of the Feirapparont to 
the Russian Throne. It is for the 
Colonial Office at home to explain wh; 
the Czarevitch was received with sucl 
maimed rites at the Crown colonies, 
Singapore and Hongkong, while he was 
received with and accepted such profuse 
attentions at the Dutch and French 
colonies, Batavia and Saigon, and at 
Bangkok. ‘The Czarevitch is nearer to 
us, for his father’s sister is married 
to. one of our royal princes, and 
his mother is the sister of our future 
Queen. How H.LH. has been received 
by the Chinese we know. It looked 
at first as if it was to be a Comedy 
of Errors, owing, no doubt, to the 
Russians not having properly arran; 
the programme of their prince's visit 
before he started. Although it has been 
denied and hushed up, there is very 
little doubt that the Viceroy of Hu- 
Kuang did not at first realise the im- 
portance of the proposed visit and the 
rauk of the visitor. As soon, however, 
as the Tsungli Yamén had the matter 
properly represented to them, the neces- 
orders were sent to all the Viceroys, 
and elaborate arations were cheer- 
fully made at Canton, Foochow, Shang- 
hai, Nanking, and Wuchang. If there 
was any original discourtesy on the part 
of the Chinese, it was amply repaid them 
by the Czareviteh, as he has allowed 
the authorities at Foochow, Shanghai, 
and Nanking to make their preparations 
entirely in vain. It was originally 
stated that of the Czarevitch’s 
object in visiting China was that he 
might see the Russian communities at 
Foochow and Hankow ; but at Foochow 
hehad no scruples in disappointing his 
own nationals, as well as the Chinese au- 
thorities. It could not have been want 
of time that prevented his visiting Foo- 
chow, for he stayed two days longer at 
Hongkong, shopping and wandering 
about izcognito, than was originally in- 
tended. His reception at Hankow was 
a magnificent one in every way. Chang 
Chihstung was profuse in his courtesies, 
and the arrangements made by the 
Czarevitch’s own people, and backed up 
by the other foreign residents, were as 
t as possible. At Kiukiang there 
is also a Russian colony, and here too the 
prince landed and accepted some atten- 
tions ; but all the great preparations 











that had been_made at Nanking were 
; thrown away, it,iz.said in consequence 
of the receipt of news of the death of 
his father’s uncle. To put it tersely, 
the Ceareviteh’s visit to China has been 
muddled ; perhaps had there been a 
Russian Minister at Peking, it might 
have gone better, but it is unlikely that

We have no sympathy 
whatever with those who say; “Oh!

possible to determine. The boy or'man 
who explains his failure by his want of 
luck, is told by es and mora 
lists that the failure is in himself, and 
that there is no luck which cannot be 
conquered by industry and determina- 
tion, Every man of the world, using 
the sr pmeedon in its widest sense, 
knows that this is egregious nonsense, 
and that luck is a very potent factor in 
the success even of the most industrious 
and most determined. Men in business 
have this constantly presented to them, 
and there are large firms like Roths- 
childs, who will not, if they know it, 
give any employment to an unlucky 
man. If we want a recent illustration 
of the influence of luck in business, we 
may take the present of two 
of the leading local marine insurance 
companies, the North-China and the 
Union, the former of which has just had 
mournfully to aunounce that the con- 
sideration of the usual dividend must 
be postponed until October, it being 
shrewdly surmised thatthe postponement 
is not merely temporary; while the latter 
has just. declared the very satisfactory 
interim bonus to contributors of 18 per 
cent. A very pleasant announcement, 
by the way, this is to everybody, not 
only to those who will participate di- 
rectly in itsblessings ; for if all the Clifoa 
mpanies had been in the same case as 
the North-China, the enemies in London 
of the “bonus companies” would have 
indeed taken occasion to: blaspheme ; 
the China companies would indeed have 
been delivered. into their hands. It 
would have made no difference to those 
scoffers that all the English companies 
are complaining of a very bad year in 
1890. Now tl x believers he a 
operative principle represen! rr 
bonus system can pout with tie to 
the Union, and to at least one other 
local office, the Canton, as a proof 
of the advantages of the system. We 
cannot suppose that the directors and 
madetreitees of ihe Nee ie a: 
are less capable cautious 
Thote of the Union company,’ is it 
possible that they cannot obtain aa good 
a class of business as their rivals, and 
therefore this comparison is an excellent 
illustration of the influence of luck 
business. We have heard it suggested 
that the scant success of’ the -North- 
China company in 1890 is partly due 
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to the directors having been compelled 





by the extent of the pai up capital to

drawback, which was pointed out by

interest. All those would have been good | 
arguments against the luck theory, if the 

Chairman had not distinctly stated at

‘I'he shareholders in 
the Union, who see what has been the 
experience in 1890 of other local offices, 
and of too many of the English offices, 
must thauk their luck in more senses 
than oue ; mainly their luck that they 
are served by men who cau handle luck 
to such good advantage. 








DR. MARTIN ON THE CHINESE 
VIEW.

Nor without reason does the Review of 
Reviews call Dr, Martin’s Jatest con- 
tribution to the Forum “ disappointing.” 
The aper is entitled “ As the Chinese 
Seo Us” and professes, or rather pro- 
mises, to give an account of a “ porten- 
tous Chinese work in 16 volumes on 
social life. in Europe, from the pen of a 

mntleman who was attached to four 
fegations in the capacity of interpreter | 
or secretary, and who spent ten or 
fifteen years in the Western world.” 





“gia opportunity vas here, and, we 
should all have ‘agreed, the man. Few 


of us are philosophical: enough to care 
nothing for what is said of us behind 
our backs—and what is‘said in Chinese 
is behind the backs of-all but the-little 
body of sinologues among whom Dr. 
Martin is a burving light... That home: 
readers are interested in a Chinese de- 
scription of themselves aud their ways 
is sufficiently attested by the numerous 
extracts that have appeared in different 
papers from our translation of. the 
“Desultory Notes on Western Customs” 
(shortly, by the way, to be published in 


‘book form). Why, theo, with all the 


sdrantago which his long and close 
study of Chinese has given him, did: 
not Dr. Martin furnish himself and the 
Forum with translations of those para- 
graphs which his strong literary instinct 
must have told him his Western readers 
would most eagerly peruse? As it is, 
all that he has done in the way of 
actual quotation is the trauslation of a 
dozen or -so of his author’s headings. 
‘The rest of his paper is taken up with 
what he calls ‘composite photographs, 
but which a less indulgent critic would 
style, we fear, vapid generalisations. 
“ Instead of making long citations from 
this book or any other of Chinese 
authorship, I prefer,” says Dr. Martin, 
“to combine the impressions made by 
several.” The melancholy result is 
that in the paragraphs which follow we 
have nothing which we can safely 
accept as the gennine expression of 
Chinese criticism. Everything is, if he 
will let us coin the word, martinised. 
It is not the Chinese diplomat of ten 
years’ experience who discusses us 
with his fellow celestials, purely in- 
different as to whether we are listening 
or not, convinced indeed that we are 
too ignorant to listen : it is Dr. Martin 
reading a lesson (a sorely needed lesson, 
we admit) to his countrymen on their 
failings and foibles. 
Now this is not fair. When Oliver 
Goldsmith (to whom of course Dr. 
Martin refers) doled out the “Citizen 
of the World” he never supposed that 
his most credulous reader would believe 
that Lienchi Altangi was a veritable 
inhabitant of that erstwhile “ insigni- 
ficant assize town,” Peking, In our 
own time Lawrence Oliphaut’s far more 
artistic developments of the: same idea 
were not intended to be taken seriously 
as coming in sober truth from the pens 
of Oriental observers, Persian, Chinese, 
or Japanese. But the case is far other- 
wise when reviews like the Nineteenth 
Century orquasi-scientific periodicalslike 
the Asiatic Quarterly publish articles 
on Chinese topics signed by names like 
Tséng, or Tchéug Ki-tong. What can 
the home reader do but in all simple 
faith believe that he has before him at 
last the opinions of a real Chinaman? 
How should he know that there are 
‘ghosts’ about ? It seems quite reason- 
able to him that a Chinese diplomatist 
should write in immaculate English or 
academical French, and he bas not that 
touchstone of experience which we un- 
happy residents possess to show him the 
incongruity, the absurdity, of all or 


most ofthe sentiments put ‘in the 
mouths of these soi-disant Chinamen. 
A French -ex-Consul, who lived indeed 
some few years in China, but who never 
learnt. the language, publishes a. book 
vin which he. holds up La Chine to the 
admiration of mankind, sp just are its 
~ magistrates, its people so honest. Here 
in Shanghai.we have laughed heartily 
‘over the grotesque impossibilities. of M. 
Simon’s “China,” but in France and 
| England it has been widely received, as 
ja faithful transcript by au eyewituess, 
That Dr. Martin through haste, 
| through carelessness, through inadver- 
| tence, through any of the failings at 
| times which’ beset the wisest of us, 
should have seemed to join this com- 
y of romancers—for ‘we would not 
call them by a harsher name—is sad 
indeed.- Our own familiar friend, of the, 
Hanlin Papers, of the China Review, 
of the Chinese Recorder, on whom 
Bridgeman’s mantle rests, we should 
have thought would have been the last 
to giveus such stones forbread,suchchaff 
| for wheat, as we find to-day in the Morum. 
It is ueedless to go over the whole 
paper, a few examples will suftice. “ ‘he 
Chinese are uot imposed upon by the 
glitter of wealth or by the noise of 
machinery ; the material progress on 
which we pride ourselves weighs little 
in their scales when poised’ against 
moral priuciples and esthetic culture.” 
Is this true, or this ?—“'The Chinese 
theater (sic) is at least free from the 
charge of corrupting youth by unseemly 
displays of fewale profligacy.” Why 
did not Dr, Martin tell the Korwm that 
if the Chinese prate much of moral 
principles they all too seldom translate 
them into action, aud that if there are 
iio ‘ voluptucus actresses’ on the Chinese 
boards, scenes are represented there of 
which it is @ shame to speak? What 
half truths there are in statements like 
these :. “The Chinese marriage system 
works better than ours, if we may judge 
by the fact that, though their laws allow 
considerable latitude for divorce, the 
intervention of the courts is seldom 
invoked ;” “So detestable are some of 
these American papers that a Chinese 
reader ‘scarcely regrets to see them 
trampled in the mire.” No Chinaman 
would ‘invoke the intervention of any 
Chinese court to give him his divorce ; 
divorce in China. is a question not so 
much of misconduct on a wife’s part as 
of weakness on the part of her. family 
and friends. The cases of divorce that 
appear in the Peking Gazette, for 
example, are never divorce suits pure 
and simple ; the fiat, ‘her husbaud may 
retain the woman or may sell her, as he 
chooses’ comes iu incidentally as it were, 
as part of the finding in a case of assault 
and battery, or of theft. Then again, 
did Dr. Martin ever meet or hear 
of a Chinaman who paid we don’t 
say equal respect but any respect at all, 
to matter printed in the uncouth letters 
of the West? A Chinaman would see 
our. most sacred books, our noblest 
literature, “ trampled in the mire” with 
perfect indifference, perhaps even with 
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approval. | There is an uncouscious sar- | 


carm lurking in another sentence a 

or two lower down: “In. China, ‘where 
there is neither bar nor jury, the’ pro- 
cesses of law are not only more ex- 
peditious, but, as the Chinese assert, 
more certain.” ‘I'he latter they un- 
deniably are; the suitor who can supply 
most silver arguments will certainly 
win, But any casual perusal of the 
appeals given in the Gazette would show 
that legal process in China is by no 
means a model of despatch. 

Dr. Martin’s concluding remarks. on 
the evils of party politics and the jury 
system are excellent, but they ought 
not to have been printed in this present 
paper.

THE CZAREVITCH AND THE 
‘ COUNCIL. 
Ist May. 

In commenting on Tuesday ou the 
recent progress of H.ILH. the Ozarevitch 
in China we did an injustice, through 
ignorance, to our Municipal Council, 
The Prince’s failure to visit Shanghai 
was not due to the absence of an invi- 
tation, but to the fear on the part of 
his advisers that he would not, if he 
came here, receive as warm attentions 
as were paid to the Duke of Connaught 
last year. We make no exctise for the 
ignorance that led us into our mistake, 
as it was due to the chronic meagreness 
of the published minutes of the Coun- 
cil’s sittings. In these minutes, so far 
as they are published, there is no men- 
tion of any programme of entertainment 
proposed by the Council on- bebalf of 
the community for the Czarevitch’s visit. 
Mr. Macgregor, the Chairman, writes 
to Mr. Carl Bock, the Acting Consul for 
Russia, on the 25th February, promising 
that when the Grand Duke and his 
brother come, “the Council will see 
that the usual good order is maintain- 
ed, and do everything in their power to 
conduce to the convenience and comfort 
of the Imperial party.” On the 4th of 
March Mr. Mi yr writes to Mr. 
Hughes as Senior Consul, informing 
him that “ instructions will be given to 
the Police to see that the request ”"— 
made by the Tactai— as to the tem- 
porary cessation of horse and carriage 
traffic is strictly carried out, and that 
every care is taken to ensure that the 
comfort and convenience of the Imperial 

ty during their progress to the 

jen How Kung is facilitated.” These 
letters appeared with the minutes of the 
Council's meeting of the 24th of Fe- 
bruary, and with the minutes of the 
meeting of the following week appears 
the following brief letter from the Act- 
ving Consul for Russia, Mr. Bock, to the 
‘Chairman of the Council::— 7 











“Shanghai, 9th March, 1891. 
Stz,—I rexret to have the honour to 
inform you that I have received a telegram 
from Admiral de Nazimoff from Batavia in 
which he states that owing to pressure of 
time the Ozarevitch will not visit Shanghai 
but proceed direct to Hankow without 
touching this port.” 


It was known at once that the 
« pressure of time” was ouly an excuse, 
and it was naturally assumed that 
Admiral de Nazimoff and the other 
superintendents of the Czarevitch’s pro- 
ae had come to the conclusion that 

hanghai had seut no sufficient invita- 
tion, and that it was not desirable for his 
Imperial highnessto come to this foreign 
settlement simply as the guest of the 
Chinese authorities. But a very im- 
portant incident was omitted from the 
Council’s minutes, and has therefore 
escaped the knowledge of the public. 
On or about the 5th of March the 
Chairman addressed a. letter to the 
acting Consul for Russia, promising the 
Imperial party if they honoured Shang- 
hai with a visit a public tiffiu at the 
Club, a torchlight procession of the 
Fire Brigade, and, with the consent and 
assistance of the stewards of the Race 
Club, a one-day race meeting. Unfor- 
tunately there was no statue ready to 
unveil and as far as we know, the Graud 
Duke is not a high persouage in the 
ranks of Freemasous, but with these 
unimportant exceptions, Mr. Macgregor, 
who also placed his hong at the dis- 
posal of the Imperial party, promised the 

ussiau heir-apparent quite as brilliant 
a demonstration as the Duke of Con- 
naught received, and the acting Consul 
for Russia replied in the most gratified 
terms, meutioning that he had tele- 
graphed the substance of Mr. Mac- 
rego’ letter to the imperial party, and 
lully expecting that it would be perfectly 
satisfactory to them. If we had known 
these facts before, we shculd all have felt 
relieved,as conscious that no imputation 
of inhospitality covid be laid on us. Now 
it will be wondered what it was that 
made the Imperial party, having this 
invitation, decline after all to visit 
Shanghai. The explanation is this. 
The Russians, besides having their 
accredited agent here in the person of 
their acting Consul, had also an unofficial 
agent, not, we believe, a Russian subject, 
and this gentleman telegraphed, it is 
reported, to the Czarevitch’s advisers, 
that if the Imperial party came here, 
they would not receive a cordial welcome 
from the community who are unfor- 
tunately preponderatingly British. This 
use of unofficial agents to-check and 
supplement the work of the official 
representatives is not confined to Russia, 
but while it may add to knowledge, it 
darkens counsel. During their recent 
unpleasantness with China the French 
government resorted to it unrestrain- 
edly, aud while they kept their official 
representative, the Minister, vainly 
amused at Peking or Shanghai, carried 
on their negotiations by means of naval 
officers and Chinese Customs ii 
‘The result to the Russians of listening

agent here is, that the Czarevitch has 
gone away from China without: seeing 
the’ most important aud progressive 
comimunity in the Far East, leaviug it to 
incur, without explanation, an eutirely 
undeserved suspicion of inhospitality. 
Itis a pity that the letters we have 
mentioned were tot published at once 
in the Council’s minutes, when Mr. 
Bock’s letter was published announcing 
that it was pressure of time that de- 
prived us of the expected visit, and we 
hope uow that, in order that the com- 
munity may be permanently cleared, the 
Chairman of the Council will see that 
they duly appear in the Annual 
Report of the Council. Brought. up 
in, and with our minds imbued for 
generations with the value of, free 
institutions, we naturally dislike the 
Russian official system, and we distrust 
Russia’s designs in Asia: but we do 
not lack personal respect for’ the 
Russian Imperial family, We can un- 
derstaud how little freedom of action 
an autocrat can have in the centre of a 
vast Ewpire like Russia, surrounded as 
he is by. servants whose aim it is to 
keep him persuaded that everything is 
for the best as long as he permits them 
to rule him while thiey serve him. . We 
recognise the wisdom of the step taken 
by the Czar in sending his heir round 
the world to see what communities 
under free institutions accomplish, and 
Admiral de Nazimoff need uot have 
lent so ready an ear to the libel on the 
community that was unofficially tele- 
graphed to him.

‘There is but little news from this far 


away inland port to concern the outside 
world, but recent events may be of interest 
to your readers, The foreign Custom House 
haa now been opened about forty days and 
not « single piece of business has 
transacted, nor do I hear of any being dis- 
cussed at all. The Commissioner and his

REPAIR TO PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 

‘Tho public buildings and offices of the 
Manchtt garrison stationed at Chingchow, 
Hupeh, are much in need of repair and 
Chang ‘Chih-tung asks for permission to 
devote a special sum to put them in order. 
‘The funds for repairing these buildings on 
former occasions were supplied out of the 
Salt Revenue at Ichang and the money 
thus advanced repaid by instalments de- 
dueted from the pay of the Banuers. 
It is now ton years since the last repairs 
were executed, and according to the state- 
ment of the’ Tartar-General something 
inust be done immediately, otherwise the 
buildings ‘will all collapse and a large sum 
of money will have to be spent in entirely 
rebuilding them. The amount asked for 
in thig instance is Tls. 90,320. ‘The Finan- 
cial Cominissioner ‘and the Wuchang 
Salt Taotai, to whom momorialist refer- 
red the matter for consideration, report 
that the buildings do actually stand in 
great need of repair but that unfortunately 
ho money can be furnished for this purpose 
by the Provincial Treasury. ‘They suggest 
however that as in former years a loan of 
‘Tis. 15,000 be made by the Ichang Salt 
Office for the execution of the more imme- 
diate repairs, repayable in ten years by 











monthly instalments of say Tis. 125. This 
scheme commends itself to memorialist and 
he begs to submit it for His Majesty's 
consideration. 

ADVANTAGES OF STEAMERS. 

Chang Chih-tung and the Provincial 
Examiner of Hupeh ask for permission to 
allow the latter to proceed by steamer to 
conduct the examinations at Chingchow 
and Ichang. They describe very graphi 
cally ‘the extreme inconvenience and di 
comfort of the native modes of conveyance ; 
the long delays beating up against the 
stream and the risk their papers and other 
belongings run of being lost or damaged by 
water. Examiner mentions that om 
former trips when the roads have been 
flooded several of his coolies have been 
drowned by mistaking the paths, and all 
the inhabitants having fled before the water 
no accommodation was to be had for man 
or beast. To proceed by steamer would in 
every way bea saving, no risk would berun, 
the journey would be accomplished in two 
orthree days and the students be saved 
thevexatious delays they havehad to under- 
go in former years whileawaiting the arrival 
of the Examiner who has met with delays 
and difficulties on the road.—Granted.

PASTURE LANDS IN MONGOLIA. 





Deputy Military Governors of Ch*ahar, 
‘ta memorial reporting on pasturages 
tu Mongolia and asking that the Governor 
of Shansi be instructed to send a Commis- 
sioner to assist in holding a survey thereof. 
The original intention with which the 
eight banners in the Ch‘ahar district were 
‘organised was that they should ferm a sort: 
of advanced guard to the capital, and living 
in peace and comfort, devote themselves to 
the practice of archery and the pleasures 
of the chase. They were likewise to su- 
perintend. the flocks and herds pastured 
there and were furbidden to engage in 
cultural pursuits. During the reign of 
Heen Féng, however, several of the pastur- 
ages belonging to the princes and other 
nobility were deserted and the opportunity 
thus afforded wos taken advantage of by 
several to secretly bring the land under 
cultivation. ‘These Proceeding iterwards 
received the sanction of the of Re- 
venue and permission was granted for the 
Pastarages where formerly horses used to 
grazeto be brought under cultivation and re- 
gistered as arable land. The result of this 
relaxing of the old regulations was that 
constant quarrels and lawsuits arose and in 
the 6th year of Kuang Hsii an Imperial 
edict was issued directing the two provinces 
of Chihli and Shansi to send deputies into 
Mongolia to survey the land already brought.

So it is a great pleasure to 
them, as well as in a certain sense their 
duty, to show as far as they are able their 
appreciation of the skill and pluck and 
enduraiice of the competitors in these 
amicable struggles for fame. I am very 
much: honoured by being selected this year 
to represent the ladies of Shanghai, and in 
resenting you with the Ladies’ Pars» for 
1, I any charged by them with their 
hearty cngratulations upon what the 
applause you have juat received shows to be 
a most popular win, You have not carried 
off the palm without deserving it, and we 
trust, that in every competition in life 
Fortuue may smile on yuu as she has 
‘smiled to-day.” 

The cheering which this epeech evoked 
having subsided, Mr. Sassoon responded in 
a few graceful words, presenting Miss 
Jonieson with a magnificent bouquet, and 
then the whole company dispersed to tiffin, 
that provided by the Stewards at the Grand 
Stand being as profuse and excellent as 
ever. In the fourth race, which was con- 
sidered « moral for Mr. Sassoon’s stable, a 
complete upset occurred. There were 148 
on £1 Dorado in the pari mutuel, against 
34 on Volcano. The favourite, however, 
‘was soon to be in difficulties early in therace, 
and though he made a very game struggle, 
ho could only come in second to Autocrat 
(who had only 21 backers) and pulled up 
Tame, ‘There was immense cheering at Mr. 
Chantrey’s success. Mr. Hough was much 
cheered for his win in the Concordia Cup 
ou Cums, and his victory in the next race 
‘on his own pony, Chimera, was equally 
populir, Before this race, much armuse- 
ment was caused when the names were put 
up, by the happy conjunction in one line, 
Chief Justice-Renny. Of the ninety-six 
entries for the Shanghai Stakes, only five 
others were found to compete with Hero, 
who had it all his own way. Black Leaf was 
avery popular win in the Taotai’s Cup, and 
40 was Tentonic, whose success was quite un- 
expected, in the Chau-Shang-Kiuk Cup.

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THE SI, GEORGE'S BALL. 


Six hundred and sixty-nine years ago, 
at the Council of Oxfurd, it was ordered 


that the feast of St. George should be kept | 


by Englishmen as n national festival, and 
in 1830 Edward II made St. George the 
patron of the Order of the Garter. Fifty- 
six years afterwards Richard IT, when he 
was about to invade Scotland, ordained : 
“That every man of what state, condicion, 
or nation they be of, sv that he be 
vf oure partie, bere a sign of the armes 
of St. George, large, bothe before and be- 
inde, upow parell that if he be slayne or 
wouided to deth, he that hath so dvon to 
hym shall not be putte to deth for default 
‘of the crosse that he lacketh.” 
made a similar ordinauce when he invaded 
France; but so little doves the world 
know of its greatest men, that it is still un- 
cortain why St. George wus. Gibbon is the 
authority for the story that he was a Cap: 
padocini army contractor, and that his 
character was stained by the vices too often 
associated with that calling ; but Gibbon 
enjoyed depreciating the saints whenever 
he could. ‘Traditionally at any rate St. 
George was a gallant Christian soldier, and 
was early regarded as one of the patrons of 
the military’ profession ; and though our 
soldiers no longer bear his cross "* large, 
bothe before aud behinde,” it is still, with 
the Union in one corner, the distinguishing 
signal of our men-of-war, His cult has 
been revived by the replacing of his effigy 
fon our gold coinage, and it would bo a 
graceful thing if his Gyure were transferred 
to the notes that are to replace our familiar 
sovereigns. Englishmen abroad are more 
ready tokeep upSt.George’scelebrationthan 
they aro at home, ‘and in the United States 
especially the St. George's Societies flourish 
exceedingly. He has ben wuch neglected 
in Shanghai in comparison with his brothers 
St, Andrew and St. Patrick, but a vigorous 
attempt was made at the Shanghai Club on 
‘Thursday night to atone for this Euglish 
indifference. Indeed it was not so much 
a desire to obey the injunction of the 
of Oxford, as a wish tu repay the 
hospitality continued for so many years by 
the Scotchmen of Shanghai and others, that 
prompted some votaries of St. George to 
organise Thursday's Ball, and the scheme 
was heartily taken up by Englishmen, anda 
Committee elected, the leading pripeiple 
being that no English resident should be 
invited who did not subsoribe tu the ball. 
‘The total number of people invited was 
620, of whom some 520 accepted, the num- 
ber of invitations being only limited by the 
capacity of the Club. 
tt was very hot ou Thursday morning, 
the mercury nearly reachitig’ 80°. in the 
shade, and the croakers who had predicted 
that it would be much too hot for a ball on 
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day, however, the wind shifted to the 
north, anid it was winter again by ght 
fall. As soon aa the hall of the Club, which 
was hung with uational flags, was passed, it 
was seen that a careful effort had beon 
made to give a specially English character 
to the decorations. ‘The shields of the Kings 
of England up to the Stuarts, and before 
the Scottish Lion und the Irish Harp had 
been added to the Royal Arms, were hung 
round the walls of the ante-room and the 
all-room, which was farther decorated 
with flage’and trails of ivy, and bri 
lighted with electric glow-lights. Flowers 
aud greenery were everywhere. The en- 
closed front verandah was decorated with 
flags, and prominent among the adornments 
of the anteroom were two very large circu- 
lar carved and gilded plaques, copied from 
the observe and reverse of the dragon 
sovereign. ‘The portrait of the Queen ou 
the one was little too forbiddivg to by 
a pleasing likeness, but the George and 
Dragon were certainly a credit to the native 
voulptor. ‘The dancing floor was in capital 
order, and the Band, under Chev. Velu's 
invaluable direction, surpassed itevif. 

About four hundred people, of whom 
probably one-third were ladies, attended 
the ball, aud the rooms were never incon: 
veniently crowded. A mere glimpse of 
the dancers showed that the prophets wero 
out of it who had said that the ladies 
would not come to ball so Inte in the 
season, as they would have exhausted their 
party frocks. ‘The programme, which was

LOSS OF THE HOLME EDE: 


On Saturday morning at 10 o'clock 
formation was received in Shanghai that 
the British steamer Holme Eden, owned by 














Mesere, Angier Bros., of London, had Leen 
wrecked on her way up to Shanghai, She 
left Hongkong on the 19th instant, and on 


Thursday morning at half-past three o'clock 
al ide on the S.E, side of one 
of the Leuconna rocks. ‘There was a thick 
fog at the time and the engines were in 
consequence going at a reduced speed, but 
the concussion was nevertheless so severe 
that the bottom of the vessel was ripped up 
by the sharp rocks, Tales than two minutes 
after she struck, the water rushed in and put 
the fires out, and in less than halfanhour, the 
engine room und the after part of the vessel 
were full of water. ‘The vessel had struck 
on a narrow ledge of rock, on which she 
rested, the port side of the vessel touching 
the rock above water, while on the starboard 
le the water was ton fathoms deep 
amidshipe, and the vessel was submerged 
from the chart room to aft. As avon as the 
accident huppened, Captain Prentice gave 
orders to lower the two life boats, but to 
get the starboard boat into the water it had 
to be shifted across the deck and launched 
on the port side, ‘This operation and 
vietualling the boats took abcut half an 
hour and then the crow of 26 all told left 
the vessel, without having had time to save 
anything. Indeed some of the men were 
nut fully dressed and afterwards suffered 
fa good deal from cold and exposure in the 

ta, as there was a fresh breeze blowing 
aud the men were continually drenched by 
the water dashing into the boat, which 
necessitated constant baling. Two Arab 
firemen who were shipped at Aden suffered 
more than the rest from the culd weather to 
which they were unaccustomed. In one 
boat were the captain and thirteen men, and 
the mate and remainder of the orew in the 
other, After the bouts left the vessel they 
stood by her some time, in the hope that she 
would remain firm on the rock so that they 
could go on bonrd again, but there war a 
heavy awell on, and the vessel gradually 
listed over to port, #0 that in about an hour 
from the time they had left her, she had 
heeled over something like 45 degrees to 
port. Under these circumstances, andseving 
that the eargo was beginning to wash out, 
the captain gave orders to minke sail fF 
Gutzlaff, ‘The boats kept together till 
about 11 p.m. on Thursday, when they 
Jost aight of each other. 

‘The mate's boat was picked up by the 
Blue Fonuel steamer Myrmidon at midday 
on Friday, after the men had been 33 hours 
in the boat, and they were brought to 
Shanghai on Saturday afternoon. ‘The 
captain was not so fortunate, anc was not 
till he had been fifty hours in his buat that 
he was picked up by the Chinese gunboat 
Chaowo. ‘This gunboat had on board a 

and as the weather had been 
@ captain had run for shelter on 
Fridey night and anchored, but soon after 
she got under way. Captain Prentice’s boat 
was sighted at 7 a.m. on Saturday about 
3 miles from Bovham, the boat having 
gone 47 miles since she had left the wreck. 
‘The men in the Captain's boat had eaten 
their Inst biscuit xt midday on Friday 
and they were already suffering from 


















































hunger when the gunboat. picked them 
up. They reached Shanghai on Saturday 
morning ahead of the Mfyrmiden, and Cap- 
tain Prentice immediately reported thi 
wreck to Messrs. Gibb, Li 
Co,, the agents, and at'the Consulate, at 
the same time stating that the second boat 
was adrift somewhere, and that the crew 
had nothing to eat. Vice-Consul Playfair 
hurried on board HMS. Linnet and 
informed Captain Tisdall, who wit 

mendable promptitude at once ordered 
steam, 808 to go out and search for the 
missing boat, but as the Afyrmidon arrived 
shortly afterwards, it was fortunately un- 
necessary for the Linnet to go out. As soon 
as it became known that the captain and | 
is boat’s crew had arrived, Mr. Eveleigh, 
the Superintendent of the Sailors’ Home, 
went off to the Chaowo in a steam launch 
and brought them and the boat up to the 
settlement and touk them into the Home, | 
where they are now with the rest of the 
crew.

MERCANTILE MARINE OFFICERS 
AND 'THEIR GRIEVANCES. 


The following important letter appeared 
recently in our Hongkong contemporary:— 
‘70 THE EDITOR OF THE ‘‘ DAILY PRESS." 

‘Sim,— Aware of the kindly sympathy you 
have shown towards the Mercantile Marine, 
we the British Officers sailing out of this 
port beg you to publish the following :-— 

““ WaTCH AND WaTCH.” 

Few but those who have actually ex-~ 
perienced it know the meaning of these 
words. The majority of officers on this coast 
unfortunately do and are fully aware how 
disustrous -its consequences often are to 
shipowners and insurance firms as well 
as themselves. 'o the men themselves it 
is utterly denioralising, and although it has 
been borne patiently for so long it is none 
tho less intolerable, No other class or 
body of men are expected to be on duty 
for such a number of hours during the day 
aud night at any kind of, employment, let 
alone at such @ responsible post as that 
of officer on watch ; aud owners who ad- 
vocate such system: of slavery are little 
ve to their own interests, however 
dead they may be to those of their employés. 




















For instauce, during the present fog; 
mouths what ‘kind of an existence do 
owners imagi ‘A man goes on the 





bridge for four hours during a dense fog 
and throughout the whole of that time he 
must ever be on the alert ready to act 
without a moment's hesitation if he would 
avoid loss of life aud property. His watch 
he goes to his berth, often. within s 
few feet of the ateamer's whistle, which is 
constantly going, and there, unable to take 
his cluthes off, not knowing the moment 
he may be wanted, he endeavours to sleep. 
Tired as he often is it is a fruitless 
effort and at eight bells he goes on 
deck to put in another four hours’ duty, 
‘Then again in the stifling hot weather we 
frequently have to endure, how often is.a 
man able to get to sleep before the half of 
his watch ix over, and during the day, 
meal-hours, both log-book and the general 
work of the ship, all havo to be attended to 
during the four hours below. Going in or 
out of port both officers must be on deck ; 
should one of them be laid up the other 
unfortunate keeps watch and watch with 
the captain, which means literally that the 
captain relieves you when he feels disposed. 

Why are Ineurance Companies not alive 
to the additional risk they run in ships 
where this aystem prevails? or if they are 
aware of it, and it seems hard to believe 
they are not, why don’t they endeavour to 
remedy it? Owners themselves fondly 
imagine that the trifling amount of a third 
officer's salary is so much saved, but they 
labour under a great delusion. Alll respect- 
able shipownersat hme have long agondopt- 
ed a system of three watches, and if they did 
not find the benefits of it I imagine it would 
have been done away with before now ; in 
fact, the meu who are agitating the matter 
now are not those who labour under such a 
disadvantage, as they belong principally to 
the first class lines ; it is those who are in 
the lowest class of * tramp” steamers why 
are the sufferers, and it is on their behulf 
that their brethren. who are better off are 
trying to have it abolished.
